ment lies the thickly populated C!il- 
iifse district of Chapel. Ohnpei bor- 
ders upon the Soocbow Creek boun- 
dary and la Just back of the fcrelga 
district of Hongkew. Tfct* dlatrlct. 
before the recent bombardment*,.wa* 
somewhat more modern and progres- 
sive than the Native City region. Here. 
in Chapel, were located large Chines* 
business concerna devoted to export- 
ing and Importing. Here had *prung 
op offices, factories, and printing ee- 
tab»shment«, among the last named 
the Commercial Prew. largest publish- 
ing concern In China, valued at on* 
and a quarter million dollars. 


But the focu* of all Shanghai i* th* 


foreign settlement*, for In them hava 
been the remarkable Incentive and ex- 
panding force that have -built thi* 
modern seaport. Kir*t allotted a por- 
tion of land on the tonth aide of Soo- 
chow creek, following the Treaty of 
Nanking, in 1S42. when Shangahl wa* 
indicated as one of the five treaty 
port*, British business established It- 
self and expanded, digging drains and 
filling canal* to make the concession 
habitable.

Six year* later France wa* conceded 


the territory between the British con- 
ceMlon and the Native ctty. and only 
a few year* afterward American* 
leased land In the Hongkew district, 
which extend* along the Whangpoo 
water front north of Soochow creek, 
where the river makes a aharp curv* 
to th* right. 


This so-called American •ettlement 


was never organized a* *uch. but wa*
